champion that it was a foregone con- 
clusion among the spectators that the 
Cornisihman. would win. 
i Bleeding from a number of gashes 
in the face and apparently weakening, 
and clearly unable to cope with Fitz's 
superior skill, Jeff delivered too lucky 
punches, as Fitz paused in the fighting 
to speak to him. and turned the tide. 


The battle was brief but noteworthy 


and will live long in pugilistic history. 


The fight by rounds: 
Round one—The men came quickly 


to centre^, both feinting rapidly. Fitz 
was the first to lead, sending a. short 
right jab to jaw; Jeff rushed and 
Fitz smothered left 
to 
body: Jeff 
_ 


forced his man into the corner; then j 
Fitz tried for face and landed lightly; 
Jeff sent in a hard left on body; Jeff 
continued to force 
his man, and 


when the gong sounded was on the 
•aggressive. When the champion took 
his corner, his nose 
was 
bleeding 


slightly, but he looked confident. 


Round two—Jeff went after Fitz, 


trying left 
for 
head 
and

short; Fitz tried right for head but 
was quickly blocked; they exchanged 
lefts. Bob putting a stiff one on face;

limited fiom St. Louis to New York, 
a heavy train, consisting ot an en- 
gine, two mail cars, a day coach and 
four Pullman sleepers, while running 
at seventy miles an hour, crashed into 
a running flat car loaded with coal 
coming down the grade toward it at 
a rate of twenty-five miles an hour. 


Three dead bodies have been taken 


from the wreck; the enginer's body 
will never be recovered, being burned 
to ashes. Pour others are known to 
be burned to death, and several oth- 
ers missing.

MR. HAY'S SUMMER HOME. 


Where the Secretary of State Finds 


Rest From Work. 


John Hay. secretary of state, is 


jencrally admitted, even by his politi- 
•al opponents, to be a long-headed 
statesman who couples with an inborn 
talent lor diplomacy a large fund, of 
plain common sense. Nobody 
can 


loulit this, it would seem, who 
has 


seen his country home on the shore 
of Lake Snnapee, New 
Hampshire. 


The estate skirts tho shore of the lake 
for some miles, and extends a long 
way back into the hills. A large, low 
•ambling frame house, with wide ver- 
andas, stands upon the high bank of 
the lake, a few rods back from th«3 
shore, surrounded by meadow and or- 
chard, and here Col. Hay gets a sum- 
mer rest, with no close neighbors to 
disturb his 
privacy 
uninvited, 
but 


from his front windows he can see 
cottages enough, and to spare, to keep 
any one from feeling lonely. 


Pour steamers, with a joint capaci- 


ty to 
accomodate fifteen 
hundred 


passengers at the same time, ply up 
and down the lake, passing and re- 
passing his home, and calling at the 
numerous landings whenever a signal 
is hoisted showing that even a singlp 
passenger desires to go aboard". The 
elevation of the lake itself is twelve 
hundred feet above the sea level, and 
some of the hills 
surrounding this 


>ve]y sheet of pure spring water rise 


twenty-eight hundred feet. The lake 
is stocked with millions of fry yearly 
from a hatchery near by, and con- 
tains six kinds of trout, landlocked 
snlmon and black 
bass. Sailboats, 


row boats and canoes, can be hired at 
Snnapee harbor 
and 
the lake 
is 


reached frouu Boston in three and one- 
hall' hours and from New York in nine 
hours. 


Col. 
Hay's house has many win- 


dows, but ono will look in vain for 
any sign of mosquito netting or wire 
upon any of them, for, notwithstand- 
ing the unusual amount of rain which 
has (alien this spring, a mosquito Is a 
rare bird at l^ake Sunapee, and dwell- 
ers at this picturesque summer re- 
sort are able to sit upon the verandas 
in the evenings or roam the woods 
by day without suffering the-last- an- 
noyaiifv from these pests. The credit 
lor this s*ate of things is not due to 
the efforts of any one who has waged 
a scientific warfare 
with 
drainage 


shovel or kerosene sprayer, but is 
solely owing to the lact 
that 
the 


shores of the lake are precipitous, 
and the water deepens rapidly from 
tho edge, so that no shallow 
places 


are afforded for the larvae to deveiop 
in. Thohe who know how sadly the 
serenity of a moonlt night is marred 
by a constant slapping of the face, 
neck, hands and arms, and scratching 
ol the anKles, where the insects have 
stung, will aprpeciate at its full value 
the freedom from tho mosquito nui- 
sain e which Lako Sunapee enjoys, and 
will join in the general chorus that 
the secretary of state knows how <o 
get about all the comfort out of a busy 
life that is possible.—New York Tri- 
bune.

To save their lives 
they fled to the mountains and hid in

caves to be closed up. In 479 a well 
digger is said to have broken 
into 


tivf cave and discovered them. This 
legend has a place in the Koran, with 
the addition that sleepers had a dog 
named Kratine. This animal, after its 
long sleep, became 
a prophet 
and 


philosopher, and was admitted into 
the Mohammedan paradise, -where it 
sits by the ass of Balaam. The other 
animals that enjoy this privilege are 
the ant of Solomon, the 
whale 
of 


Jonah, the ram of Isaac, the calf of 
Abraham, the camel of Saleh, 
the 


cuckoo of Belkis, the ox of Moses, and 
the mare of Mohammed. This day is 
also celebrated in many European lo- 
calities in honor of St. 
Pantaleon, 


patron saint of physicians. He flour- 
ished in the fourth century. In art he 
is represented as young> beardless 
and handsome. He is otten painted in 
the act of matyrdom, when he was 
bound to an olive tree and beheaded. 
As a patron saint he wears a physi- 
cian's robe and bears an olive or 
palm, or both. His relics or portions 
are claimed to be in a number of dif- 
ferent churches of Europe.

The promise of this suLlinio 


recompense and the thought OL this 
extreme happiness lilled the women 
with such fervor and piety that for 
months thereafter the pastor had no 
cause for complaint. 


Around every house in Broeck are 


buckets, 
benches, rakes, 
hoes 
and 


stakes, all colored red, blue, •« lute or 
yellow. The brilliancy and variety of 
colors and the cleanliness, brightness 
and miniature pomp of the place are 
wonderful. At the windows there are 
embroidered curtains, with rose col- 
ored ribbons. The blades, bands and

•T.he panes of glass in the windows are

as snow. The gutters arc ornamented 
with a sort of wooden festoon, per- 
forated like lace.

cades are surmounted with a small 
Weathercock, a little lance or some- 
thing resembling a bunch of flowers. 
Nearly every house has two doovs. 
one in front and one behind, the last 
Itor everyday entrance and exit and 
the former opened only on great occa- 
sions, such as births, deaths and mar- 
riages. 


The gardens are as peculiar ns the 


houses. 
Tho paths are hardly wide 


enough to walk In. 
One could put 


his arm around the flowerbeds. The 
tjainty arbors would barely hold two 
persons sitting close together. The lit- 
tle myrtle hedges would scarcely reach 
to the knees of a four-year-old child. 
Between the arbors and the flower 
hods run little canals which seem made 
to lloat paper boats. They are crossed 
by miniature wooden bridges, witlt 
colored pillars and parapets. 
There 


are ponds, the size of a bath, which 
are almost concealed by lilliputlan 
boats tied with red cords to blue 
stakes, tiny staircases and miniature 
kitchen gardens. Everything could be 
measured with the hand, crossed at a 
leap, demolished by a blow.

of fans, plumes and disks, with their 
trunks colored white and blue.

Tbe great Cathedral 
of Milan was begun in 1S8G and was 
not completed until 1S05, 419 years lat- 
er. Rostermel castle, in Cornwall, took 
ninety years to build, and one-third 
of that time was employed in excavat- 
ing for the foundation. Tbe late Lord 
Bute was engaged for over twenty 
years in building bis great palace in 
the isle of Bute, and bis successor is 
still at work on It. The palace of the 
Dukes of Atholl, in Scotland, has been 
building since 1S30, and the work is 
still going on. In the cases of the oth- 
er buildings - mentioned, however, the 
money for their construction did not 
come entirely out of the pockets of the 
taxpayers, which, after all, makes a 
considerable difference as to the mat- 
ter of looking at it

only occasionally allowed, yet eggs, 
cream, buttermilk and all kinds of 
cheese may be taken freely. 
Tart 


fruits are permitted, and peaches and 
strawberries may be eaten with cream, 
but without sugar. The sweet fruits- 
pears, plums, grapes, apples, bananas, 
etc.—are forbidden. 
Koumiss, coffee 


with cream, but no sugar, and cereal 
coffee are the drinks permitted, tea be- 
ing excluded arid no wines or liquors 
except claret, Rhine or other acid va- 
rieties. All vegetables containing sug- 
ar or starch are forbidden, which 
leaves cauliflower, lettuce, string beans, 
spinach, cucumbers, greens, young on- 
ions, etc., to be eaten. Olives are not 
forbidden. 
A moderate meat diet is 


recommended, particularly tbe fatty 
parts, and all kinds of fish are al- 
lowed.
